The Indian whiskey trade originated with the French In New 

Orleans. , ^ . 

They settled Louisiana In 1699, and many of the southern and 
western states In the seventeenth century. The traders first bar¬ 
tered whiskey with other stores, and began trading with tne 
southern Indian tribes, such as the Creeks, Chcrokees, Choctaws, 
and Chickasaws. 

They soon found thst the Indian’s passion for whiskey ap¬ 
proached madness, and as It proved the most profitable stocK, 
larger quantities were taken annually, and the trade increased 
rapidly. 

The French traders were energetic men, and seeing a rich har¬ 
vest before them, fitted out the flrst “fiat boats” that plied the 
mighty Misslaslppl. Their explorations were gradually carried 
further Into the Interior until tbe beadof navigation was reached 
on the Arkansas, Ohio, and Missouri rivers. u i 

Each of these rivers had many trading stations on their bsnlts, 
where the Indians camped and waited anxiously for the traders 
boats. For many years these traders were treated kindly imd 
respected by the Indians. They often went Inland from the 
stations, with ponies heavily packed with goods, remaining for 
weeks, visiting and trading with the different bands. 

Many traders took squaws as wives, to get the good will of 
the Indians, and Increase trade. These In¬ 
dian wives remained with their tribes, when 
the traders were absent from the Indian coun¬ 
try. Some , of these French blgamUta had 
three and four families among the Indians, 

In addition to their white wile and children at 

home. . 

A few of the half-breed children were edu- 

r cated, others lived as Indians, and became 
useful to their lathers. Increasing trade by 
their Influence. At that time there was no 
restriction, any one could fit out and trade 
with the Indians with great profit. The result 
was, that the number of Indian traders rap¬ 
idly increased, and they accumulated fortunes. 

The Indian traders flourished for over a 
century, aud did a “rushing” business unUl 
1867. At the present time, squaw men, Mex¬ 
icans, French half-breeds, trappers, and buf¬ 
falo hunters are the whiskey traders. 

The trade Is now conducted “on the sly, 
bnt It Is easily managed, as the Indians eagerly 
visit the traders In any remote place where they 
may locate. The squaw men furnish more 
whiskey to the Indians than any other class of 
— traders, though, nowadays, the frontier soldier 

ofjen makes a “stake” by trading a single 

^ bottle. , , 

Outets were made up at oil the larger fron- 
tier towns, but the regular depots were 8t. Paul, 
' *~~* *J x Fort Garry, Fort Benton, Bismarck, Denver 

a—. and Santa Fe. Fifteen years ago tbe Red River 

country was a rich field for the whiskey trade. 

A Connecticut boy of seventeen left St. Paul 
with two barrels of whiskey and a few otoer 
articles of trade. He returned from the Bed 
River of the North with quite a caravan. 

The next aeaeon he employed new drivers 
1, and purchased more teams, took a large stock and 

harvest. He said "If I had saved my money I could have 
made x fortune In three years.** 

In »74 there were several large whiskey camps the 

northern Indians. They were fitted out at Fort Beuton (prob^ 
blv at nlehti and the traders made thtr way sever^ hundred 
mUea from clvlllxatlon and Into the heart of the 
B- where they could trade with aud rob the Indians without Inter 
ik ference 

Manv whiskey traders are found over the line (49th pa^lel) 
on British toralfo^y. In August ’74 there was a large whiskey 
“t p»mD In the orovlnce of Saskatchewan. This camp was com 
posed of Indtan lodges which were used to conceal 'w trae char- 
Mter. It was run by three desperadoes of mixed Indian and 
“ Mexican blood. They had been In the field but a short tliifl;, and

The Best Bass Belt. 

Do you want to know what will lure the freali water black 
haea better than spoons, minnows, or worms, even with the ad¬ 
ditional charm of rubbing your hook with aa8afo!tlda,;or spitting 
on the worm! If so come with me. 

Let us go to the nearest stream that Is running over stones and 
Is swift and shallow, never mind if It is small. 

Bring along a Qne landing net and a two quart tin pall to keep 
the bait In, and that la all that we will require. 

Now let's get our boots off and roll up our pants and In we go, 
you turn over the stones and I will hold the net below them so 
that all that comes out will enter It with the muddy water 
caused by our disturbance, watch closely lor all may not leave at 
the first alarm, some thiuge may be left, and those you must 
seise with your hand and put In the net for examioatlon. 

You look surprised I there is nothing In the brook that will 
hurt you, a crawfish is the very worst and they won’t pinch If 
you are quick; here, you take the net while I lift this fiat atone. 
Nothing but a crawfish left; well he Is good base halt but we 
want better. Let’s see the net, two “darters” and a “millers 
thumb.” Here, try this; ah! hero he Is, know him( No. Well, 
sit down on the bank here and I will tell you all about him. 
Don’t be afraid, take It between your thumb and linger, so; It 
neither bltee nor etlngs. 

You see It Is three Inches long and a half inch wide, and Its 
color lea dirty brown; It has a nearly squarehead which Is larger 
than the thorax, and both are covered with a hard, flinty scale. 

The body, or abdomen, Is soft and composed of eleven segments, 
the first two carrying a pair of legs which, with the pair In front, 
ou the throai, makes six legs In all, the next eight bear some¬ 
thing like false feet which are only thread-like appendages, and 
the lost one, or “tclson” has two short projections each bearing 
two short hooks by which It can almost suspend Itself from the 
thick skin of your hand without even pricking you. Its eyee are 
black and at the side, and there are two Jaw-llke appendages on 
the head. ... ,,, 

What Is Ite name? Well, that depends on circumstances, like 
so many other things In this wide country of onrs where some 
objects have a new name In every state. If you live in the 
State of New York or cast of it, you may call it a “Dobson,” If 
ill Pennsylvania, a “hcllgramite.” No, George, I don’t know 
whether they were named from any place where they were sup¬ 
posed to originate or not; we will confine our Investigations to¬ 
day entirely to natural history and leave all theological Investi¬ 
gations In the hands of those very able men who are kicking up 
the brimstone at twenty-five cents a ticket. In other localities 
they are known as “crawlers.” 

There now. I’m glad that you ask If It Is “only this and nothing 
more,” for it shows that your Interest Is only awakening, so, see¬ 
ing that you have the taete of a naturalist as well as that of an 
angler, I will tell you that it is only a larva, and this one now 
that It Is lull grown would soon pass Into the pupa eUte 
where It Is changed into au Insect known as Corydalia cornutwi, 
the former or generic name is from the Greek kuruite, a club, 
and the specific name means Aorned. Now say It after me with 
the accent on the second syllable, co-ryd-a-lls; that's right and 
not so hard If you say it a few times, and is us easy as either 
“dobson” or “hellgramite.” 

The male fly has horns an Inch or more In length, and Is nearly 
lour inches long from their tips to Its tall. The body Is dark 
gray or brown, with still, transparent wings, lying lengthwise 
when at rest, but of lace work like those of the “dragon fly,” 
whose wings you will remember are always projecting at right- 
angles. The wings of our Insect are handsomely spotted with 
white and have numcrons fine black lines running across them 
and forming triangles. 

The female lays her eggs In clusters on the stems of aquatic 
plants, and when they hatch the young worme take to the water 
and bide under stones, feeding upon the eggs and larvm of other 
Insects as well us perhaps fish eggs. They come out of the water 
to enter Into the pupa state, and burrow under old logs, atones, 
or any other safe place, and do not feed in Ibis state as few in¬ 
sects do. They are then lighter In color and just as good halt, 
hut hard to get In quantity. Here Is one now, under this log, 
although May Is early for the pupa, still you cau dlstlugulsh the 
partially developed horns, wings, and antennas of the Imago, or 
perfect Insect, through the transparent covering. 

About the first of July the By emerges, having passed through 
the same stages as a perfect butterfly has, viz.: egg, larva, pupa 
and Imago. 

Now, this Is really all that I can tell you of the life history of 
our bait, but I presume that the Insect lays the eggs In the Fsll 
and dies, as we never see them in Winter, nor before July, 
but how long a time elapses from the hatching of the egg until 
the worm le big enough for bait, I don’t know. See here, these 
look like young ones, and being only an Inch long now, may not 
transform until another year, but this is only guess work, and 
they may proveto be adults of a different species. Never Indulge 
In guess work in natural history, that Is the reason that our beat 
uacursllsts often doubt the evidence of thotr own senses, and say: 
“I think It possible,” and “it appears as If,” In a guarded man¬ 
ner, so different from the positive man who ie so often mistaken, 
or wboee half-formed opinion prevents him from correcting an 
error. But we must go on, or we will not get enough for halt 
to-morrow,^ come along, and while I turn the stonea you may 
learn how to bait and fish with our friend. Take It so, look,wlth 
your left hand, thumb and finger on the thorax and the head 
from you, now Insert the hook right between the first pair of 
lags and down Into the abdomen. Some persons hook from the 
top, but either way will do. To fish with them, use one hook 
and DO sinker, a little practice will show you, and you will then 
say that It Is the best halt In the world. 

X Flab Without a Maine. 

If the "small mouthed black bass” alone le to be known by 
name of Nocit-bass, as Is Insleted upon by those living where both 

I vaiietleB are found, what shall we call the other one? The blgf- 
mouth,” as the naturalists prefer to call It, although the differ¬ 
ence In size of their openings Is only apparent by comparison, 
his the widest distribution, being found from Canada to Florida 
and known by many local names, not one of which is worthy of 


being perpetuated. For InsUnce, through Florida, Georgia and 
other southern states. It Is known sa “trout,’’ and probably tWa 
name covers more square miles of territory than Is covered by 
any other of Ite cognomens, but who, beside those to whose ears 
It has been familiar from childhood, and who do not know what 
a trout really Is, would for a moment allow that It was a fitting 
appellation. The same can be said of Its title of “chub,” and 
“Boutherii chub,” aa It Is called In Virginia, for the name chub 
is applied In England and America, except In the limited lo 
callly mentioned, to a soft finned fish of the genus Leucieeve, 
and which le as much entitled to retain Its name as the trout Is. 

In that part of New York lying along Lake Ontario It Is called 
Oawego bass, but why this city. If It be one, should be entitled 
to this honor, no one eeeme to know, and It would be asking too 
much of the Florida people, to call their fleh after a New York 
city. Where is Oswego, anywayl Buppoee that this fish were 
taken'to England, what could It be called! Moat certainly not 
Oswego buss. 

To those narrow-minded persons whose world Is a circle of a 
hundred miles around their own bouse, and who are content 
with a knowledge of what the rustics Inside that charmed clr- 
cumfereuce, may be pleased to call thiuge, these uamea are all 
sulHclent, and he la surprised that anyone should object to it, or 
le ludignant that they should suppose that he does not know the 
names of the fishes or other' objects that he has killed all his 

life. ' , , 

But to the sportsman of more liberal views, and larger range, 
who perhape fishes one month In Canada, the next in Virginia, 
and the following one In Florida, It Is a great matter, and If be 
conversee, or corresponds with people from abroad he feels a 
diffidence about using provincial terms and local nicknames that 
Is unknown to the strictly local sportsman. As an instance, an 
Englleh gentleman mentioned to us that he bad heard that we 
had fine partridge shooting In America, and asked If It was as 
good now as It wss ten years ago when hie Informant was In the 

Ashamed to say that It was Imposalble to know what an Amer¬ 
ican meant jSy “partridge” unless you knew what part he came 
from, we answered, very guardedly, that In most localities per¬ 
haps It wSs- , . , 

To fully apprecUtc this difficulty let the reader Imagine him¬ 
self writing for the CHiCiOO Field or any other paper going 
Into ever state In the Union aa well as Canada and Europe, and 
wishing every one who reads his article to understand perfectly 
just what fish he refers to. This Is where scientific nomencla¬ 
ture comes In to the relief of those who learn It, for It la the 
common ground on which those speaking different languagee 
meet, and If Prof. Gill eometlraes does make us go to school 
over again, It helps to make clear many Ihliigs which would be 
otherwise Inextricably ndxed. 

But If only Mierupteras snlmoides le to be called black bass 
what will we do for a name for j\f. nigrieaust We have an arti¬ 
cle In preprratlon on these fish, but really do not know how to 
call the latter, unless we dub It “the fish without a name.” 


Weiekb to Catch Mascalunoe. —Chicago, Ill .—Editor Chicago 
Pitid —Allow me to congratulate you upon securing Fred Mather 
to take charge of your “Fish and Fishing” department. Such a 
prominent scientist and sportsman cannot fall to gain new ad- 
mirere for your paper. As all kltida of game in the near North- 
west are gradually diminishing In quantity, and ou the contrary 
fish and fishing grounds Increasing, thanks to fish commissioners, 
the followers of the rod and reel are dally Increasing In greater 
ratio than lovers of the gun, and with this new army comes a de¬ 
mand for articles on their favorite theme, and I am glad you have 
taken such wise steps towards supplying this demand. 

In your reply to “Long Island" In your last issue, where he 
asks: “Where can I find the best inascalunge fishing and at what 
time!” you give “On the St. Lawrence, among the Thousand 
Islands, during the Summer months.” I would like to say that 
mascalunge, running from ten to forty pounds, are caught In the 
St. Lawrence near Clayton and Alexandria Bay, N. Y., during 
May and June, and once In a while during the later Summer 
months, hut not In “paying quantities;” In fact, they are few 
and far between. If '^‘Long Island” wanU good mascalunge fish¬ 
ing, and would be satisfied with weights averaging eight or nine 
pounds, and occasionally weighing twelve to fifteen, let him go 
to Bobcaygen, Canada, In June, where, either on Sturgeon or 
Pigeon Lake, he can catch them to his heart’s content; also large 
and gamey black bass. Bobcaygen Is a small village situated 
on a short river of similar name, connecting the above named 
lakes. It conUlna a very good country uvern, which, when I 
was there last, was kept with home neatuese, and makes hut a 
small hole In one’s purse. Good boaU are hard to obtain. You 
can reach It via. Port Hope, on Lake OiiUrio; rail to Lindsay and 
thence by steamer up the river. When any of your readere con¬ 
template visiting Florida, and want Information as to where to 
find some of the best fishing this country affords, and In all varie¬ 
ties, right In front of one of the coziest, neatest, best-kept etop- 
ping places Q Bportanittu coul<l wish, refer him to rue and 1 will 
take pleasure In giving him an account of my experiences during 
the month of February just past.

Costly Poaohino in Lake Tabob.— The following bill, for 
the preservation of fish In the waters of Lake Tahoe, has been 
introduced In the California Assembly. It Is a good bill, and Is 
equally applicable to other sheets of water that require protec¬ 
tion ; , 

Section 1. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons to 
catch or kill any fish In the waters of Lake Tahoe, with any seine, 
glll-net, epear, wire fence, basket trap, set net, or dam, or any 
po'sonous, deleterious or stupefying drug or explosive compound, 
or any other Implement or appliance, except by means of a hook 
aud Hue. 

8bc. 2. Any person or persona who shall violate any provision 
of this act shall he deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof before any justice of the peace In Placer 
county, El Dorado county, or Nevada county, shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars, nor more than 
five hundred, or by Iniprlsonment In the county jail not less than 
thirty days nor more than four months, or by both such fine and 
Imprisonment, In the discretion of the court, for each and every 
offence, besides the cost of prosecution. 

Section 3 provides for the proper officers to prosecute and al¬ 
lows half the fine to the informer. Not leas than one, nor more 
than flundrai dollars for each fish; if there Is any virtue In 
fines to protect fish, It would seem that the size of these would 
appal the stoutest poacher, and If the parties who introduced 
this bill will only see that It is strictly enforced, Tahoe will be 
well protected. It is too true that many states have laws on this 
subject that are rendered nil by want of enforcement. 

Spawning of Califobnia Brook Trout. —Three years ago a 
number of California brook trout, Salmo iridea, of Gibbons, (or 
perhaps variety stetlalvs of Girard,) were brought from that 
state Ad placed In charge oi Mr. Monroe A. Green, Superintond- 
ant New York State Hatching house at Caledonia. They were 
kept in a preserve by themselves and proved to be very hardy, 
and mads more rapid growth than our native variety. They have 
just begun spawning, March 14, and as they are In good condi¬ 
tion a fair yield Is expected. Last year some males were ripe 
and werecroBsed with the fontlnalla. If we are not mistaken this 
fish la aFallspawnerlnlt* native waters; we think that .Mr. Myron 
Green haa eald so somewhere in hla report of operations lo Cali¬ 
fornia, yet the trout of western New York often In their spawn¬ 
ing operations cover a period of four months, from November to 
the first of March. In our operations at Honeoye Falls, we proved 
to our satisfaction that trout kept near the head of a running 
stream and prevented from running down Into wurtner water in 
Summer, as Is their usual habit, became, to a degree, Irregular In 
their time of spawning, the even temperature retarding the de¬ 
velopment of the ova. These facts are corroborated by Mr. .lames 
Annin who has ponds on Caledonia creek above the slate works 
and which are fed directly from springs, who has spawn later In 
the season than any breeder we know of. It Is possible that If 
trout were kept at a temperature of 45 ° the year round they 
might never spawn. There arc cases recorded where brook trout 
have been caught with ripe spawn In April.

I.,etter8 
from Mr. Fish show that Instead of Mr. Delfosee having been 
forced Into the commission against the vigorous protests of that 
gentleman, it appears that the contrary was true, that he was 
appointed at the urgent reguest of Mr. Fieh himeelf. All pretenee 
that the British government packed the Jury is now exploded, and 
nothing remains but to pay the award. . . .. 

If Mr. Fish had given the eenator and the public the facte. It 
would have prevented a groee misconception of the matter, and 
the country would have been spared a controverty which haa re¬ 
flected seriously upon Its honor. Why was the correspondence 
of 1873, in which our government atrennoualy objected to Mr. 
Delfoese, so ostentatiously paraded, aud that of 1877, when our 
Secretary of State begs Mr. Delfosee to accept the poeltlon of 
arbitrator so carefully hidden! There would seem to be an 
African In the diplomatic fence somewhere, but eo ter the 
public hat not beheld any eigne ot wool, and It le evident tbet 


Don’t Mention It.— We have long regretted that the laws 
regulating the catching or killing of fish In several states pro¬ 
hibit the use of au article that we decline to name in public. 
The game law of the State of New York, among others eontaine 
this clause whose effect could as well he accomplished without 
this, tq. us, obnoxious specification. We have seen the law 
posted In a country store where every vagabond that could read 
was told the name of a fish poison, aud, If he had coiipers 
enough, could proceed to the nearest druggist end procure It, 
whereas. If the thing were not so broadly advertised, be might at 
leaat have remained In ignorance of it. In the last ten years we 
have bad perhaps a dozen iiiqulriea about It, what It was, etc., 
to all of which the answer was retunied that we had no Informa¬ 
tion to Impart on that subject, and now, for the reasons given 
above object to its advertisement In the game laws. There ie an 
old story of an Irish hostler who went to confession and was 
asked by the priest If he hud ever rubbed soap In the horses 
mouths so that they would not eat the oats given them, and very 
Innocently answered In the negative, but on the next occasion ot 
hlB visit to the holy father, when the same question was asked, 
pleaded guilty.

The nearest stream is several miles distant, aud there are no 
trout In Its lower portion. The temperature of the water Is 64 
degrees Fahr .—too warm for trout to live in." The italics are 
ours, and the first one was Intended to call attention to the fact 
that tlio paragrapher probobly meant a great many, and nothing 
less than Ihoiuajoh would approach Ills estimate. We guess that 
if true at all, there might have been seven fish all told. As to 
Bixty-four degrees being too wuriii, if there ie no nilstuke lu the 
figure, there Is In the/ocl. 


Fish Culture in Wisconsin —Editor Chicago J>'ield:—l have 
just visited the hatching works ot the state. .Mr. Palmer showed 
our party the results of the Winter's work, consisting of ten 
milllODB of whlteflsh, two hundred thousand brook trout, and 
something over three millions of lake trout, all In good condi¬ 
tion. This, In addition to the California salmon received from 
the United States Commission, by Mr. Fairbanks, at Geneva 
Lake. Mr. Reed, at Keedsburg, and Mr. Welch, Madison, will 
make a very good ehow of work done with the means at hand.

Now, It must not be understood that the scientific names here ^ 
given are unchangeable by any means, the cliff swallows, for In- j 
stance, having no less than nine scientific names as given by the 
author of “Birds of the Northwest,” and six as given by Professor ( 
Baird, In volume IX, of the Pacific Railroad Surveys. In the t 
present sUte of our knowledge, perhaps, this Is unavoidable. t 
The cliff swallows appeared at Fort Sanders, Wyoming Terri- ' 
tory, on the 13th of May, 1876, and disappeared on the 30th of ; 
July. In 1877, they made their appearance on the 18th of May. < 
Their flight is very rapid. They lovd to assemble In the mud on , 
the margins of creeks, where they chatter away merrily with each , 
other, and obUln mud with which they make their nests. The ■ 
eggs In the nests vary from two to seven In number, and are , 
white with brown spots. The birds are ready on every occasion 
to defend their homes, and do not hesitate to attack owls and , 
hawks that come near them for the purpose of committing depre- i 
datlons. The whole force, at such times, assemble and the owl 
or hawk Is only too glad to escape, as the swallows surround 
him like a swarm ol files, darting down on him and picking him 
with their beaks. The hawk sometimes screams In the excess of 
his vexation and pain, and the owl hides himself away amid the 
thick branches of the cedar and pine trees. When sitting on 
their nests, these swallows have an exceedingly comical and 
knowing look, as they peer down on the stranger, turning their 
heads from side to side, and chattering with their neighbor, 
whose nest Is not more than six Inches distant. These neats are 
built In a row under the projecting shingles of the building; un¬ 
der sheds or projecting banks, so that the rain may not wash them 
down. The nests are built of mud, each swallow going off to a 
neighboring creek, and uklng as much soft, wet mud as It can 
carry In Its bill, and then flying to the place selected for building. 
One Hoe of mud pellets Is stuck against the wood, in a curved 
shape, followed by another line, and then another, until the nest 
Is completed. The nest is very commodious, and sticks to the 
wood above and below, leaving a small hole by which the swallow 
can get In end out. The Inside Is lined with soft, dry grass and 
feathers. ^ . „ 

When the season for going south arrives, which Is generally 
sometime In July or August, there seems to be a perfect under¬ 
standing among the birds, and all at once at day break on some 
floe morning away they go and are seen no more that year. 
Nests are abandoned, half grown birds deserted, and left to 
perish miserably, and eggs partially hatched are thought of no 
more. Away goes the whole swarm thinking of nothing, and 
caring for nothing except to get to the warm lands as soon as 
possible. The exodus is as complete as It Is sudden, aud not a 
single swallow Is left behind. 

Their food consists ol beetles, millers, butterflies, grasshop¬ 
pers, and other Insects. They drink and bathe while In full 
flight, and love te dip their wings on the surface of the water as 
they pass along. Although almost always welcome those that 
visited Fort Sanders were far from being so, as It was discovered 
that their bodies were Infested with bed bugs; and, where they 
built their nests along the eaves, the houses were soon absolutely 
swarming with vermin. The same peculiarity has been dls- 
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covered among bate. For this reason they were not allowed to J si 
build in the houses that were occupied, but were driven off to a< 
stables and empty buildings where they could do no harm. The J'l 
different swallows breed throughout the whole of the Uniteil I 
States from the Atlsntlc to the Pacific and arc well known to oi 
everyone. The swallow of fhe East Indian Archipelago con-| tl 
Btructs a nest of a whitish gelatinous substance arranged In lay- . w 
era, made of a marine plant which the hlnl soaks In the water 1 ji 
aud grinds up before using, or as otlicrs say. from the hard part , g 
of animal food which they have found. These nests are eaten— tl 
dressed like muahrooms, and In soup. The Chinese consider , p 
them a great delicacy, and as an excellent food for sick persons, | U 
which they no doubt are. An extensive trade Is carried on In I 
this article and many hundred pounds are shipped every year p 
from China to San Francisco for the delectation of the Orientals c*

Swallows have greater power of wing perhaps than any other a 
bird, aud arc said to be able to fly a mile In a minute. They t 
can keep up this flight for an Indefinite time, and often fly many a 
miles In mere wantonness, tlicy never seem to be still except fl 
when on their nests. j , » S 

The hlberuallo i of swallows has given rise to a great deal of n 
discussion, some naturalists believing In It while others scout It o 
as the merest nonsense. ® 

The controversy has received a new contribution In a letter e 
written by Sir John McNeill to his hrolher-ln-law, the duke of I 
Argyll, and printed In a late number of Bature. The letter after r 

some preliminary remarks continues as follows: I 

“About twenty-five miles south ol Teheran, the capital of Per- t 
sla, there Is a village called Kenara-glrd, near which Is a stream c 
of brackish water running in a deep bed with nearly perpendlcu- 1 
lar banks some forty or fifty feet high. Being largely Impreg- 1 
nated with salt this stream Is rarely If ever frozen, and In frosty I 
weather Is resorted to by IllghU of wild ducks. During a frost of I 
unusual seventy I went from Teheran to Kenara-glrd, accompa- 1 
nled bv Sir Henry Rawllnaon, for the purpose of duck shooting, 
the severity of the frost promising good sport. Having slept at I 
the village we next morning followed the downward course of the < 
stream along the north bank, and had proceeded about a mile, 1 
I should think, when we came to a place where there had quite ; 
recently been a small landslip. The brink of the bank to the ex- i 
tent of perhaps twenty feet In lengUi and ten or twelve broad In ' 
the middle, tapering off to each end, bad slipped, but had not i 
fallen down the bank. Between this detached portion of the per- ' 
peudlcular lace about ten feet high, from which It had broken 
off, we saw to our great surprise a number of swallows, not less, 

I am sure, than twenty or thirty, lying, as I at first supposed, 
dead, but on taking up one of them 1 found that It was alive 
but dormant; It was warm and Its breathing was quite percep¬ 
tible. I examined a considerable number and found that they 
. were all alive and breathing, but none of them gave any sign of 
consciousness. My attention was then attracted to the perpen- 
' dicular face on our left, from which the slip had broken off, and 
I which was perforated by a vast number of holes, each about the 
size of a rat hole. On looking Into such of these as I was tall 
enough to look Into, I found In all of them swallows In the same 
dormant state. I was able with finger and thumb to pull out 
swallows from several of these holes, and In each case found that 
the hole, which penetrated horizontally a considerable way Into 
the bank, contained more swallows In the same condition. In 
no case did I see one lying on another—they were all lying sin¬ 
gly, with their heads Inward, each head touching the tall of the 
bird before It. How far these holes penetrated Into the bank 
or what number of swallows each contained I did not ascertain, 

■ but It Is plain that the original entrance to these dormitories 
must have been In the external face of the portion that had 

■ slipped, which os I have stated was In the middle from ten to 
i twelve feet thick. The holes In the undisturbed portion may 

probably have been of equal or greater length, and if so the num- 
^ ber of swallows hibernating there must have amounted to many 
'■ hundreds.” 

Purple martins are true swallows and their pretentious boxes 
^ prepared for them at the North are replaced In Arkansas and the 
I- far South by a gourd hanging ttria pole, set up near the log cabin 
of the proprietor. Martins are exceedingly friendly and for some 
® reason or other are not afraid of men. Their eggs as well as 
'■ those of the white bellied swallows are pure white, 
b Chimney swallows are swift aud arc altogether different from 
**■ true swallows though some of their habits are the same. The 
e toes of the chimney swallows all point forward which enables 
them to move up and down the chimneys with the greatest ease. 

1- The swallows have three toes that are directed forward and one 
>I behind. So far as I know the chimney swifts have not yet been 
1- found In the Rocky Mountain region, though they are common 
n enough In the Eastern sWtes. The swaljows have been classed 
’h among the Oicinee or singing birds, whereas the swifts have not. 
>e The latter build their nests of twigs neatly Joined together In- 
stead of mud. 

*” Mr. H. W. Henshaw says the white throated swift Is an abund- 
id ant Inhabitant of Utah, Colorado, New Mexico, and Arizona, but 
e- Its persistent adherence to the neighborhood of rocky cliffs, 
where alone It finds nesting sites, renders It extremely local, 
id while Its habit of flying high lu the air. It very rarely descending 
rh Into the valleys and canons, and the extreme velocity of Its flight, 
of combine to make It a species of great rarity In museums, despite 
^ie of Its abundance. Though on several occasions he found colo- 
nies breeding on the face of the cliffs, the Inaccessibility of the 
id crevices they had chosen for their retreato has always proved an 
>lr unsurmounUble obstacle to any attempt to spy out their domestic

How Should Stuck Classes be Judged! 

BT ABNOLD BCSOCB. 

There seems to be some difference of opinion as to the man¬ 
ner In which stock dogs and bitches should bo Judged, hence the 
matter had better bo fully dlscuseed that the managers of future 


shows may know what the popular feeling on this point Is, and 
adopt such ruJoa as shall conform to the sentlmenta of the ma¬ 
jority of breeders and exhibitors. 

To us, these appears no question that aa the power of the sire 
or dam to beget good stock, is shown and proved by the progeny, 
they alone shonM be considered In making the award. In fact, 
we would strongly advocate taJtIng the progeny only before the 
judge, that no prejudice for or against any, may be raised by the 
good or bad form of the progenitors. Wo have heard It claimed 
that the dog or bitch should be Judged equally with his or her 
produce, since a well-formed animal will naturally be more likely 
to beget good stock than one of Inferior physical attributes. 
This is very good lu theory but It does not always hold good hi 
practice. We all know of finely bred but Ill-looking dogs In this 
country, dogs that could never win a prize In even a fair class, 
whose sons and daughters stand In the very front rank as show 
animals. The same Is true of dogs abroad. Take for exampit.. 
Llewellln’s Dan, whose reputation Is unequaled the world over, 
as the sire of the very beat dogs, both on the bench and lii thr 
field; he Is no show dog, and If exhibited at a show where tin- 
system of Judging the sire with the progeny was enforced, ha ami 
hla grand get might be beaten by some dog of superior form, but 
of Incomparably inferior general stock-getUng quality. The 
same reasoning will apply to Dan’s sister, Dora, whose sons and 
daughters bear the highest reputation with the sportsmen of two 
hemispheres. Nor are these solitary exceptions to a general 
rule, for every pure breed furnishes similar examples, and cer¬ 
tainly we cannot afford to adopt such a system of Judging that 
the very beat dogs of the day shall be practically excluded from 
competition. Shows are designed to bring out the highest 
physical quality, and the first place, as a stock animal, rightly 
belongs to that dog or bitch which gives the greatest per¬ 
fection to Its offspring, no matter how great Its own Im¬ 
perfections may he. To Judge the sire or dam with 
the progeny appears to us a mixing up of matters. 

It makes the progenitor pass an ordeal which specially 
belongs to other classes. We have general classes where dogs 
compete singly and Individually with their fellows, winning or 
losing according to the Judges’ estimate of their deserts. Dogs 
Judged and placed In these general classes may meet again in the 
stock dog classes, and If the system we have referred to pre¬ 
vails a dog that has deservedly won first In the general class, 
may by being shown with progeny out of condition or Inferior In 
quality be beaten by a dog he haa already vanquished, and thus 
the consistency of the awards be destroyed, for the moment It Is 
understood that the progenitors aemtlax the progeny are Judged, 
wo arc brought face to face with the absurdity of a dog inferior 
to another one hour Is superior to him the next. 

Other parties claim that the progenitors should be Judged only 
In case of a tie between their several offsprings. This does not 
take away In any degree the Injustice of the principle, and we 
had better resort to other means of deciding the award or allow 
the ties to divide the prize. It appears to us that in case of a tie 
the pedigree Is the natural resort of the Judge. When two stock 
dogs are equal In exhibition of powers, the question arises is the 
display of either possibly a matter of chance. “Blood will tell” 

Is and has been a breeder’s axiom for ages, and If the progenitor 
Is backed by a good pedigree, the other by an Inferior, the con¬ 
clusion Is a Just one that the former Is more certain to prove the 
best stock animal In a majority of cases, and aa such entitled to 
the award. It may be said this Is going outside of the record 
and bringing In matters foreign to the question. In reply we 
would say that In cases of a tie some outside Influence must be 
brought to bear to decide that tie, and certainly no better can 
be found than that which reduces to the minimum the chances 
of the quality of the offspring being accidental. 

Cases of a tie may also be decided by circumstance, as for lu 
sunee where the progeny exhibited to back one sire descends 
from a single dam, and In the other from more than one. Here we 
have at once a natural proof of the ability of one dog to beget good 
offspring In more than one lusUnce, and this proof is lacking In 
the other, whose fine representatives may owe their beauty as 
much to their dam as to their sire. This Is an Importont point 
and rightly enters Into the estimate of the Judge. It produces 
B no unnatural conclusion and does no Injustice to either contest- 
i ant. A tie may arise at any time and In such Instances the resort 
should be to as Impartial and at the same time trustworthy evi 
1 dence as can be obtained. 

* Strtcbsia and its Antidotz.— Mr. J. Sinclair Holden, lu a 
letter to Nature, writes as follows relative to the recovery of a 
1 dog from poisoning by strychnia: “Wanting to banish some 
„ mice from a pantry, I placed on the floor at night a slice of bread 
“ spread over with butter. In which I had mixed a three penny 
A p^et of “Battle’s Vermin Killer,” which contains about a grain 
“ of strychnia along with flour and Prussian blue. The following 
[ morning I was roused by a servant telling me that a favorite 
Skye terrier was lying dead. I found that the mice had dragged 
I the slice of bread underneath the locked door, and that the dog 
had thus got at It and eaten part equal to about one-sixth of a 
. grain of strychnia. It lay on Its side perfectly rigid, an occa- 
i’ slonal tetanic spasm showed that life was not quite extinct. 

’ Having notes of the experiments made by direction of the British 
? Medical Association last year, on the antagonism of medicines, 
and wherein It was conclusively prova<that a fatal dose of stryeb 
nla could be neutralized by a faUl dose of chloral hydrate, and 
:I that the minimum fatal dose of the latter for a rabbit was twen- 
ty-one grains. I at once Injected under the dog’s skin forty-five 
M grains ol the chloral In solution, my dog being about twice the 
weight of a rabbit. In a quarter of an hour, fancying the dog 
wasdead, aa the spasms had ceased and It lay apparently lifeless, 
I moved It with my foot, when It at once struggled to Its feet, 
and shortly after staggered to Its usual comer by the parlor fire; 
It took some milk, and except for being quieter than nsuid, 
seemed nothing the worse for the ordeal It had passed through. 
That the fatal effect of a poisonous dose ol strjxhnla was thus 
counteracted so successfully by what I should say was a poison¬ 
ous doss of chloral, given hypodermically. Is an interesting lack 
nd verifying the experiments I alluded to. Without such eiperi" 
ments on the lower animals, a medical man might often be 
*'• found standing by helpless to aid his fellow mao under similar 
effects of poison.”__

Two Remarkable Shots. 

BY LAZY IXIC. 

In the issue of the Cbicxqo Field of March 16th your cor¬ 
respondent H. M. M., of Peublo, Colorado, tells of eorne remark¬ 
able shots that be has made. I am of opinion that be must be a 
good antelope hunter, and knows whereof he writes. I do not 
doubt any of his statements, though they may sound strange to 
some of your Eastern readers. 

I wish to tell your readers of two remarksblu shots, one iiiado 
by a hunter friend, the other made by myself. 

Fall before laat 1 was in camp on the buffalo grounds beyond 
the narrows on the Big Wichita, and over towards the headwaters 
of a tributary of the Pease River, called by the Indians Good 
Creek, because of the dne bunting and Ushlng It afforded them. 

We bad spent the forenoon In shooting buffaloes, and had shot 
and killed until we were tired out and thoroughly satisdcd with 
the sport for that day; had partaken of our lUnners after return¬ 
ing to camp early in the afternoon. After dinner we were seated 
around the camp ffre enjoying our pipes, recounting the adven¬ 
tures of the day and swapping yams, as liuuters generally do. 

Whilst thus occupied we saw a large band of antelopes supposed 
to number from 300 to 500 coming across the plains at full speed. 
They would pass within a few hundred yards of our eaiii|). 
Some said let us take a shot at them as they pass, others said 
no, we have bad shooting enough for to-day. 

One of the hunters, Charlie Massie, paid no attention to wliat 
was said; jumped up, snatched uji the Orst gun he saw, which 
was my Sharp's ride, mounted into the saddle, and ran his horse 
at full speed for about 300 yards, which brought him in aliout 
300 yards of where the herd would pass. When they were nearly 
opposite he Ored hie 6rst shot, hut held too high, and the liall 
passed over them. He threw another cartridge Into the gun, and 
when they were nearly opposite 6red the second shot. 

After the band of antelopes had passed t#o large buck antelope 
lay kicking on the ground in the agonies of death, and the third 
one badly wounded attempted to follow the herd, but waa mak¬ 
ing slow progreas. The dogs soon picked up the wounded one, 
making three full-grown buck autelopes at one shot. 

I had loaded the cartridges for buffaloes,and instead of seventy 
seven grains of powder—the usual load—I bad used ninety 
grains, thus giving an extra charge of powder. The ball caught 
the 8rBt one through the hlpe, breaking the large bones and kill¬ 
ing him dead; the second was struck In the shoulders, also killing 
him almost instuntlyi after passing through the second one it 
esugbt the third oue In the side, passing directly tbrougli the 
body. Including the liver, in its course, and from the effects of 
which it would have died in a very short time. , 

The other shot was made by myself at deer. Many years ago 
before the days of Sharp, Winchester and Ballard rlHes, 1 was 
shooting a muzzle-loading ride that wo called Kit Carson. It had 
been manufactured by Mills, of Kentucky, for the world-renowned 
hunter and mountaineer. Kit Carson. He bad used it for several 
seasons on the plains and in the Rocky .Mountains on the grizzly 
hears and other game. After using it for a good many years he 
returned on a visit to his uativc state, Missouri, aud presented 
the gun to a friend of bis who brought it to Texas, and from 
whom I got It; It was of good weight and twenty-two round balls 
weighed a pound. 

One evening one of my neighbors. Mans Wilmetli, came over 
and asked me if 1 did not want to go and kill a deer that night; 
he said be wanted some veiilsou, and if I would go be would go 
along and help what he could. As 1 was always ready for a hunt 
we were soon off and reached our camping place time enough to 
have a good strong cup of Java and enjoy a pipe before it whs 
dark enough to hunt. 

It wae my custom then to shoot directly at the eyes, aud if I did 
nothnd the game where it was standing witeu I shot I knew 1 bad 
made a clear miss—1 either shot it through the head or it ran off 
without being wounded. 

I had ridden about half a mile when I saw some deer, got down 
from my horse so as to get a good shot, and moved up towards 
them. They were on the smooth prairie; the night was damp; 
the grass was green and I knew I could get within easy range of 
them. I had approached within seventy-five or eighty yards of 
them; as I approached they bad moved so that the three pair of 
eyes were one just behind the other, but could all be seen; 1 knew 
then was the Ume to shoot. I threw the gun to my ehoulder, 
took good atm, and pulled down. As soon as I could distinguish 
after the report of the gun, I beard a tremendous kicking and 
thrashing around in the tall grass. I stepped to the place ss soon 
as I could and saw three old bucks on the ground. By the time 
I reached them two had quit struggling and were about dead; the 
third one waa laying quite still. 1 could see the blood running 
from both sides of bis neck, six inches behind the ears. He 
eyed me very intelligently, and 1 could see him wink bis eyes, 
which WHS a sure sign that he had not received a fatal shot, but 
would be up on bis feet before I could load my gun. I bad no 
pistol In my belt, and knew I must lose him it something was 
not done quickly. I called to Wilmetb and be came In a run; be 
waa a big, stout, resolute fellow. 1 showed him the buck aud 
told him to go up carefully, catch him by the boms, and mount 
Min» 

I could see the buck wink hla eyes, and I knew as soon as 
Mans touched him the buck would be up on his feet; I knew the 
buck could not hurt him with bis horns as the velvet was on them; 
he caught a good bold with his left hand on the root of his left 
bom and then threw his right leg over bis body. He bad not 
more than touched the buck when he was up on his feet and 
Wilmetb riding him around on the prairie. 

It would have done your heart good; you would have laughed 
nil you could not have stood up, to have seen Wilmetb and that 
buck In their struggles. Wilmetb bung to him and stayed on 
ills back for aevetal minutes, but the buck soon got him off his 


back, but he hung to his home with both bands like grim death. 

Said I, “hold to him, Wtlmeth.” ''“Oh,” said he, "there is no 
use 111 talking, you bet your bottom dollar I have got him." 
They kept spinning around and round through the tall grass. I 
could see that Wllmeth was getting tired, and that the buck was 
getting better all the time. 

The buck bad been trying to bora him,but the points of his horns 
were soft with velvet, and Wllmeth was so stout in the arms that 
he could not hurt him. The deer now changed his tactics, and 
began pawing him with his fore feet and kicking him with his 
hind feet. The hoofs were very sharp, and made the blood 
come from Wllmetb’s arms and legs freely. I had made several 
attempts to ham-string him by a stroke with my belt knife, but 
the deer and Wllmeth flew around so and changed places so fast, 
that I could get no chance to cut his ham-strings, which would 
have let him down at once. 

Wilmeth’a hat was gone, his pants, drawers and shirt were fast 
disappearing, and without some relief the buck would soon have 
him entirely naked. During all this time, both bad been on 
their feet, but now the deer had him down on bis back, but be 
hung to bis boms with both hands, and the buck was dragging 
him around so fast that I could not keep up with them In their 
quick rounds; I saw he was failing, and about this time the 
deer was ou top of him with all his feet, and Wllmeth bad the 
deer's head drawn down on hla breast, and waa still trying to 
hold him. Said he, “ now, don't fool around any longer; if you 
are golug to do anything, do it, fur I cannot hold him much 
longer.” Said I, “bow can I do anything,when you get around so 
fast that I cannot get to the deer with my knife!” “Well, then, 
why don’t you shoot him!” Said I, “My gun ia lost in the grass, 
besides If 1 liad it, It is not loaded and 1 have not seen it since 
the scuRle commenced.” 

About this time the deer made a big lunge, and away lie went, 
leaving Wllmeth flat on bis back, completely exhausted and 
most of Ills clothing torn from him. “Well," said Wilmetb, 
after ho had somewhat recovered his breath, “what a great 
shame, there is a fine buck lust just for tlie want of a little help." 

The next morning I took the track, followed It for three or 
four hundred yards, aud fouud him lylug In a small thicket nearly 
dead, and Anlsbed him by a shot through the brain. 

Ou examination, I found the bullet had struck the first one in 
the corner of the left eye, passed through bis head, and caught 
the second one under the left car, passed through, and took the 
third one through the top of the ueck, as we call it in Texas, 
creasing him. 'Thus you see, I disabled three old bucks at one 
shot, with a rifle, so os to get them.

After Paddy had shot, he wae asked: “Did you kill the etjuir- 
reli” “Faith and I did not,” said Pat, “hut If he had been at my 
end of the gun, he would he dead sure." I must say in conclu¬ 
sion to this brief reply, “Juetitia” hss my sincere sympathy 
from this self inflicted recoil; In future let him aim with more 
accuracy, and above all, when he has some disagreeable facte to 
consider, never allow the loss of temper to steal away his com¬ 
mon sense. 

In writing to a friend, now sojourning In Florence, Italy, I 
have authorized him to purchase forme twenty-flve or flfty braces 
of perdriz rouge, commonly known as French or red legged 
partridge. I am fully satisfied If they will bear acclimatization suc- 
ccasfully, they will prove a great acquisition to our game list, 
from the fact they are very hardy and prollflc birds. (A very 
necessary requisite In these days when a sportsman’s reputation 
depends upon the head of game he can slaughter In the shortest 
given period of time.) They ore not migratory to any great ex¬ 
tent, their habits resembllDg our ruffed grouse, but differing 
from this tlinld,*ehy bird In lying well to the dog, affording cap¬ 
ital sport in the Held and a most edible morsel on the table. I 
am confident, If afforded proper protection until thoroughly 
grafted on Yankee soil, that they would succeed admirably In 
South Jersey, Delaware, Maryland ,Vlrginia,and in all the “Solid 
South.” Having mentioned thia little enterprise to a gentleman 
In New York, who is an active member of a prominent sporting 
organization, he said he would take tlOO worth bimueir, ami 
guaranteed them the best of protection. Another gentleman 
said he would take some for his place In Maryland. My sincere 
hope is that 1 can succeed In the In trodu ction of this bird. 

1 had a little occurrence happeir^' me the other day which 
turned into a very pleasurable surprise. While In Squire's gun 
store, I was informed that a -Mr. J. Palmer O’Nlel was looking 
for me, and found on being introduced, that he wtslied my co¬ 
operation Id a teat of chilled vernu soft shot for personal satis¬ 
faction as regards their relative merits, the test to be conducted 
on his new patented “Standard” tester, for ascertaining the pat¬ 
tern and penefratloD of guns, powder, shot, shells, wads, etc., 
which I feel fully justified in saying Is the most simple, effective, 
compact, accurate and inexpensive tester I have yet seen, and 
in the last five years I have witnessed personally some hundreds 
of methods and forms of private and public trials. If Mr. O’Neil 
can only succeed in having all sporting associations and private 
indivtduals confine their trials to the “Standard,” It will accom¬ 
plish a need long felt among sportsmen—a test which is compar¬ 
ative. I can assure any one that it ia not only a real pleasure 
but engrossing to conduct experiments on this tester, and my 
best wish to the Inventor is, may It become universal as well 
SB standard.

I cannot refrain from noticing with pleasure the well merited 
and deserved praises the Fox gun is receiving from all quarters. 

I have never used one in the field, but as far as handling, ma¬ 
terial, smooth working, darabtllty and strength of action. It 
seems to me tlie gun par ezedUneeot American manufacture; and 
far superior and preferable to the many cheap English ones 
whiob are glutting our markets. While on the topic of guns I 


must add my mite on the small bore question. It is a source of 
gratiUcatlon to me to notice the question of small bores being 
agitated, and I sincerely hope they will once more occupy the 
position iu the bands of our gentlemen sportsman they did In 
days gone by. It is high time the 10-gauge, 10-lb. gun with Its 
five to six drachms of powder should go into disuse for field 
shooting. I am having made by my favorite maker—^Tolley—a 
14 gauge, which I will receive during May, and will test it thor¬ 
oughly with Its cousin, my 10 gauge, lb. From my Eugllsli 
advices I notice our friends across the herring pond are using 
extensively 16 and 20 gauges. The latter I think la going to the 
opposite extreme of the 10 gauge. I hope this subject will re¬ 
ceive a thorough ventilation in your columns. I intend to ven¬ 
tilate It at some future period. 

I am awaiting with pleasure and impatience a visit from 
“Gloan" during his tour East, and, Mr. Editor, if the gun ques¬ 
tion Is not overhauled to a threadbare condition, then I miss my 
guess.

Aeaociatloii has been crowned with a success seldom achieved 
even by older societies of its kind. 

Next May will be our first anniversary,aud from present Indica¬ 
tions we hope and believe that our meeting then will be 
as successful as the past efforts of the Asssoclatlon. Its f 150 
badge will ho a prize worthy of our steel, and our Dea Moines 
club will try to “centralize" it.

An Act to repeal eecitone 4018. 4049. 4050. and 4051 of the Code, chapter 
liO of ilie palillc laws of the Fifteeuth General Assembly, aud chap* 
lor IZZ of Hie laws of the Sixteenth General Asebtnbly. iu relation to 
the protecliun of game, and to enact a substituie in lieu thereof. 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Aeeembty of the State of 
Iowa, That sectloas 1048. 4U4!I. 4050, aud 4051 of the Code, chapter 60 of 
the public lawn of the Fifteenth General Assembly, and chapter 122of 
Ihe laws of the Sixteenth General Asaenibly be repealed, and the fol¬ 
lowing enncled in lieu thereof: 

Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful fur any person within this state, to shoot 
or kill any pinnated gronse or prairie chicken, between the first day of 
Uecemlier and the first day of September next following: any wood¬ 
cock between the first day of January aud the tenth day of July; any 
rutfed groQse or pheasant, wild turkey or quail, betweeu the first day 
uf January aud the tlrat day of Oetober;any wild duck or snipe.goose or 
brant, between-the first day of .May and the fifteenth day of August, or 
any wild deer, elk. or fawn between the first day of January and the 
first day of September. 

Sec. 3. It shall he anlawful for any person at any time, or at any 
place within Ibis elate, to shoot or kill fortraOic any pinnated grouse or 
prairie chicken, snipe, woodcock, quail, ruffed grouse or pheasant; or 
for any one person to shout or kill during any one day more than 
tWetily-Bve of either kind of said named birds: or for any one person, 
firm or corporation to have more than twenty-fiveof either kind of said 
named biros In his or their poesesriun at any ona time, nnlese lawfully 
received fur trausportalion; or to catch or take, or attempt to catch or 
take, with any trap, snare ur net, any of the birds or animals named In 
secilun two fi) of this act, or In any manner wilfnlly to destroy the 
eggs or nests of any of the birds hereby Intended to be protected from 
destruction. 

3ec. 4. It shall be anlawful for any person to kill, trap or ensnare any 
beaver, mink, otter, or muskrat between the Ural day of April and the 
first day of November except where such killing, trapping or snaring 
may be for the nrotecltou of private property. 

Sac. 5. It shall be unlawful for any person, company or corporation 
to buy or sell, or have in possession any of the birds or animals named 
in section two (Zl of this act during the period when the kllllog of such 
bird or animal is prohibited by snid section two |8) except during the 
first five days of such prohibited period; and the having In possession 
by any person, company or corporation of any such birds or animals 
during such prohibited period, except during the first five days thereof, 
shall no deemed prima facie evidence of a violation of this act. 

Sac. 6. It shall be nnlawrul fur any persnu, company or corporation 
at any time to ship, take or carry ont of this state any of the birds or 
animals named in section 2 of this act: but it shall be lawful lor any 
person to ship to any portion within this state any game birda named 
In said section 2. not to exceed one dozen In number In any one day 
during the period when by this act the killing of snch birds la not pro* 
hlblted; provided, he shall first maks an afllaavlt bslore sums person 
snthorizsd to administer oaths, (hat said birds bavs not been nnlsw- 
fnlly killed, bought, sold or bad In posseasion. are not being shipped 
for sale or profit, giving the name and postofflee address of the person 
to whom shipped and the number of birds to be so shipped. A copy 
of such affidavit, endorsed "a true copy of the original." by the person 
administering the oath, shall be furnished by him to the affiant, who 
shall deliver the same to the railroad agent or common carrier ncetv. 
lug sneb birds tor transporualou.audthe same shall operate aaarelease 
to snch carrier or agent from any liability In the shipment or carrying 
of such birds. The original affidavit shall be retained by the officer 
taking the same, and may be used as evidence In any prosacntlon for 
violation ol Ibis act. Any person swearing falsely to any material fact 
of said affidavit shall be guilty uf perjury and punished accordingly. 

Sec. 7. If any person shall kill, trap, ensnare, buy. sell, ship, or hare 
In possession, or ship, take or carry out of the state, contrary to the 
provisions of this act any of the birds or animals named In this act. or 
shall wilfully destroy any eggs or nests of birds named In this act. be 
shall be punished by a fine of ten dollars for each bird, beaver, mink, 
otter or muskrat; twenty-five dollars for each wild deer, elk or fawn; 
and ten dollars fur each uest or the eggs therein, so killed, trapped, 
ensnared, bought, sold, shipped, bad in possession, destroyed or ship¬ 
ped, taken or carried out of the state, aud shall stand committed to the 
county jail fur thirty days, unless such fine and coats of the proaecotlon 
are sooner paid. 

Sac. 6. It any railway, express company, or other common carrier, 
or any of their agents or servants, knowingly receive any of the above 
mentioned birds or animals for transportation or other pnrpoae, during 
Ihe periods berelutofore limited and prohibited, or at any other time 
except in the manner provided In section six (6) of this act. they shall 
be punished by a due of not less than one buudrefi nor more than three 
bnndrefi dollars, or by Imprisonment In the county jail for thirty days, 
or by both snch fine and Imprisonment. 

Sec. 9. If any person shall shoot or kill any wild duck, gooes or 
brsut with any .swivel gun. or any kind of gun except such as Is com¬ 
monly shot from the sbuulder; or shall use any medicated or poisoned 
fund to capture or kill any Ilf the birds named In tbls act, be shall be 
deemed gnilty of a mlrdemeaiior. aud upon conviction, shall be fined 
twenty-five dollars for escb offense, and shall stand committed to the 
county jail for thirty days, unless such fine aud the costs of proaecntlon 
are sooner paid. . ..^ 

SBC. Id. I'rosecntiouB for violations of this act may bo brought either 
in the county In which the offense was committed, or in any other 
county where the poraon, company or corporation complained of has 
had or hss in his or their pusscssion any birds or animals herein named, 
bought, sold, killed, trapped or ensnared in violallon of any of the 
provisions of I his act. 

Hec. 11. Ill all prosecutions under this act, the court before whom 
the same Is hriinght shall appoint some attoroey-ai -Uw for the purpose 
Ilf managing the proaecntlon of Ibe cause, and snch attorney shell be 
entitled to a fee of ton dollars in eseta and every case In which he ia so 
appointed, and the person filing an Inforraallon under this act shall. In 
case of c.invlctlon. be entitled to a fee equal to one-half of the amoant 
of the fine Imposed on each conviction; and both the fee of such attor¬ 
ney and Informant shall be taxed as costa In tbs case against the per¬ 
son convicted. Provided, that the county shall In no case be held lia¬ 
ble for said atloriiey's fee or penalty.

Tnisact being deemed of Immediate imporlance, shall take 
effect Immediately after its publication In the loioa State Regieler and 
the Iowa State Le.ader. newspapers published in Dss Moluee.

Ans.-The res- 
sou that the Irish dogs have not made more winnings of 
field trials, te probably duo to the fMt that but veiy few of 
them have ever been entered. In Euglaud It Is natural that the liw^ost 

number of entries should come from the breed most exteuslvelv bred 

there, and the fact that the first Importations of our so-Cftlled blue 
bloods were from the same strain, has made U the fashionable one 
here. 

A. F. C.e Syracuse.—I have a dog that la brokeu out all over bis 
body In places. The ekln Is dry ana scurfy, not raw, and does not ap- 
near to be inflamed, fle evidently itches, as be scratches hlmeelf con- 
staotly.and where he scratchee or bites himself the hair comes off. 
He has been fed on boiled com meal and meat scrape, and Is quite rat.

Change the food to bread and milk If possible; If 
not give less meat and add vegetables. Give five drops Fowler’s solu 
tion twice a day. and wash the dog with Glen's sulphur soap two or 
three times at Intervals of a oonple of days. 

O 8 F—I have a Newfoundland dog two years old that has canker 

of the ear for the last eight months. I have tried varions prescriptions 

and these have helped but not cured the irouhle. I have wwhed the 

ear wUb caallle soap. The ear dlacharges a yellow wax matter. Ans. 
-In a case of such long sundlng you roust not expect a speedy cure; 
we have never failed to cure bv syringing the ear geiRly three tunes a 
day with tepid caetlle suds, followed by fllllnu the carity with ordinary 
solulloon of carbolic acid, aud working this well lu. Sometimes

Hand Snipe te Von Cnlln.

Editor Chicago Field:— 

1 love my horse, my dog. 

My brave comrades, • • —Ikoomar. 

In reply to Mr. Von Cnlln’* article o£ this last week I will merely 
Bay briefly, that I did not propose to make my flret article on 
eplkea the precureor of a personal controversy between the advo¬ 
cates of divers theories j nor do 1 contemplate suffering my pen 
to disgrace myself and the columns of the Chicago Fiat-o by 
utilizing It to satiate an Inimical feeling. The very fact that I 
am at a distance of a thousand miles from my adversary should 
Itself be enough to prevent me from saying on paper what 
would not face to face with him or any mao- Yet, at the same 
time I deem It but Just to sUte facto, and am sure they can do 
no one harm who usee them, whilst In this Instance, any false in¬ 
ferences which may have been deduced from my tirade upon 
spike collars can be dispelled, and Von Cullo eatlsfled. 

I purchased Peg, a cocker spaniel, from 8. J. Beetor, a gentle¬ 
man well known to your readers and highly esteemed by all who 
have either business or friendly relatione with him. I purchased 
her In September, ’76, she being only six weeks old then. If 
memory serves me correctly—and I rely upon its tenacity In this 
case—In January, ’77, after correspondence with Von Cnlln and 
consnltatlon by letter with Mr. Bestor, I determined to allow 
Peg to be trained by him (V.C.), and accordingly begged Mr 
Bestor to send her to Delaware City, which he did. 

I had only read and heard of Von Culln as a breaker up to that 
lime. Von Culln was much pleased with the pup, as Is clearly 
evinced In the clipping from his letter to Bestor, saying, “Mr 

H-'s pnti, Peg, came safely and In good health. Her external 

appearance beepeaks the true cocker; her body and coat would be 
hard to Improve; her legs are such legs as I would make to order, 
and she Is remarkably well-feathered for her age. I can, how¬ 
ever, best express my Idea of how she pleases me by saying, *I 
shoidd like toownsueb a specimen myself,’ ’’ and subsequently 
by his offering some suggestions as to trading. If lined by Black 
Prince, hie oocker. When Von Culln took her he was to train her 
and we both undetBtood that and terms were agreed upon. This 


fact le Indisputable. My only object in sending her to him was 
to be trained. She remained with Ven Culln until May, when, at 
my suggestion and his corroboration of such Idea, I exhibited her 
at the W. K. C. Bench Show, In New York, where she was beaten 
by her half brother. Witch, he having the advantage of age and 
development. Her defeat there was nothing; It was expected; 
but Mr. Bestor told ray brother at the show that in another year 
Peg would apd could bo victorious over any exhibited with her 
then. I mention this fact to verify the value of the little beast 
and to account for my intcreet In her welfare, and my spending 
money to assure it. 

The Spnng came aud went and June and July rolled along 
when one day I received a letter from Von Culln telling me of his 
Inability to shoot woodcocka,owliig to illness contracted by poison 
from sumach, or words to that effect. I have been taught to 
believe good of all men unless the reverse Is proved. I Implic¬ 
itly believed Von Culln and du utill, and ever will think well of 
ray fellow man until evil be evident. 8o I told him to hold on 
to her until I went North In September—the early part. Upon 
reaching Tivoli, on the Hudson, I telegraphed for Peg, and after 
the lapse of several days she arrived. Having never seen the 
little thing before. Imagine my disgust at beholding a poor, thin, 
itching cocker, with a horrid bole In her head and much of her 
hair gone on either side of her tall, and her eyes and ears pre- 
senting the appearance of a dog suffering from the Initiatory 
stages of the mange. Her blood, form and color more than de¬ 
lighted me and served only to make me deplore more deeply the 
filthy malady. To say that 1 was dleplensed is but a meagre 
word to employ to give vent to my anger. I would not have 
cared ao much had I been told of her condition, but such was 
not the case. Whether Intentionally secreted from me or not I 
do not pretend to say. I was on the point of reshipplug her that 
game evening and nothing but the fear of the dog’s not being 
cured by Von Culln deterred me from doing so. I cooled down 
though before writing to him and then tried to express myself 
plainly and forcibly. His reply was that she had not mange, but 
owing to overfeeding of meat during his absence had contracted 
this diaease, and he was certainly right, as the proscription which 
be gave me served to benefit her immediately. Having only 
three weeks sojourn at the North 1 was obllg^ to leave soon. 
But a few days before my departure I sent Peg down to Tarry- 
town to be lined by Witch, and on my journey home to New 
Orleans 1 laid over an hour to see her. I found her at the ken¬ 
nels of Mr. Hoe, who expressed great surprise at her condition, 
and still more when told where she had contracted this disease, 
which he much and properly feared would contaminate his beau¬ 
tiful kennela Aoxious to have her lined by Witch I left her there 
and came South myself. On reaching home, in New Orleans, I 
heard from Mr. Hoe that she hod passed her heat and lu reply I 
begged him to send her to my brother In New York city and he 
would ship her to New Orleans by steamer. But some obstacle 
Interfered with the latter praject,and disgusted at the mangy con¬ 
dition of the brute, iny brother (whom V. C. knows personally) 
sent her back to Tivoli, where she underwent the process 
of cure again, with stronger hopes of recovery. October 
having come, and the family about to desert the Hudson for 
milder climes I ordered Peg sent to Von Culln, and wrote him to 
cure her or give me a red Irish for her. But the next day another 
brother at Tivoli wrote me that Peg was being rapidly cured by 
him; so I revoked my oiler to trade and held on to Peg. 1 heard 
nothing then for a long time, and disgusted at the entire proceed' 
lug, and determined to have Peg with me, 1 ordered her sent to 
New Orleans, and paid the expressage, and presented her to Mr. 
J. A. PenistoQ, an enthusiastic admirer of dogs and ardent sports¬ 
man, who still owns her anff la very proud of her. 

Mr. Von Culln says she was a natural retriever—retrieved be¬ 
fore ho got her in September, 1876. If so, and I doubt him not, 
then siill less the credit deserved by him for developing, or fus- 
teriug rather, a talent—inate, too, as he says ’twas—especially 
aided by bis Irresistable (1) spike collars aud the youth of the 
subject! Fur the mu no rttriavr viheii «i nl to me in September after 
nine moiUhe subjection to the vwnderf ttl collar! Sometimes she would 
bring a glove, many more times not. Once she brought a dead 
bird, a hundred times not. Occasionally she obeyed, usually she 
would not. Always sbe displayed extraordinary Intelligence, 
and was easily taught I saw. 

I did not intend to say In my last letter that Von Culln re 
turned her to me as broken, but I du say that be erred w'heii he 
called her a retriever—a reliable, decent retriever, I mean—or 
else his Ideas of a retriever arc at great variance with mine. Sbe 
was not a retriever, nor was she broken; and ample testimony 
can be offered to sustain iny position. But sbe, Peg, Is well now, 
and due to whelp In April. Look out for her in May at (ilhnorc’s 
Garden, lu New York, and I will try hard to make her prove her 
self foewoman worthy of Witch, Black Prince or any other at the 
exhibition. So much for Peg. 

In regard to Rascal, the Gordon, Von Culln recalls theldeiitieal 
dog I owned, and the one which boarded with him for a month. 
But he Is gone—ran away. While I was North cleansing the 
leper Peg, so to speak, Judas Iscariot, the Rascal, left a party 
who was endeavoring to hunt him. “Misfortunes never come 
singly ’tis plain,’’ for all my bad luck with dogs was heaped on 
me at a terrible rate, and thinned my purse sadly. But I would 
not give S5 for twenty such sneaks as Rascal was, and that Is my 
opinion of him. He was a retriever though. “How many dogs 
have I (Sand Snipe) tralnedi’’ Well, Inasmuch as but 20 Summers 
have passed over my head, I am free to say not many. But 
since 1 was fourteen I have read about dogs and handled them 
and guns and not meaning to be egotistical I believe I own as 
fine doge ae any man in America for beauty and utility. And 
many of them are and have been perfeqjpd entirely by my own 
experience and patience, and the practical applications of knowl¬ 
edge Imbibed from the theoretical principles of able authors. 
My friends at the North and here oftentimes send for me to 
consult my opinion before purchasing a dog or when purchased, 
my advice as to qualities. Only recently I received a polite let¬ 
ter from a sportsman begging me to allow him to suggest In 
point my name as a judge at bench shows. With thanks I dc 
dined his Interest in my behalf, basing my grounds for refusal 
upon extreme youth for such a duty, and hesitancy, therefore, to 
Incur too much notice In sporting circles for a year or two to 
come. 

I yield, however, to do man In capability to pass upon a dog’e 
merits, and am ever willing to uphold every word I write, either 
publicly or privately. And begi^ng pardon for length, I only 
say I write In the best temper, not moaning to stir strife nor 
provoke Incensed replies. 1 mention facte. Though above ao 
aesumed name, many know me, and If not can easily ascertain 
who th» “youngster’’ Is that signs himself Sand Snips 


Dogs’ Tales for the Young.

Dash was a liver-colored, medium-sized, rst-talled spaniel. 
His ears were remarkably long and beantifnlly set on as finely 
a shaped head as ever was on a dog. His pedigree I had not. 
Hie dam was etolen from an emigrant packet, and was In whelp 
at the time. When the whelps were about two weeks old the 
dam died, and I took one of them and raleed It by hand. As 


scholar he was remarkably apt. From a puppy ho eeemed to un¬ 
derstand every word said to him. My mother was quite hard of 
hearing, and Dash seemed to know It.

He would lie In the room and listen, 
and when he heard the bell would start fur the dour, and mother 
woulil start for tbe milk pall, and he was always on band to re¬ 
ceive his saucer of milk as reward. 

About the house ho was as good as a ten-year old hoy, and 
would do as many chores. If I wished to black iny boots, 1 
would tell Dash to go fetcli me the blacking and brush; If I 
wished to brush my clothes 1 would tell Dash to go get the brush 
broom, and be would fetch them every time, If I was on the 
premises and mother wanted me, she would call Dash and tell 
him to call me, and he would let me know I was wanted. We 
used to talk to him just the same as If a human being. 

I used to hsve sport with him in sending him to steal articles 
from the store of a friend. 1 would go to the store with him 
and call bis attention to some article, then go home, aud In an 
hour or half a day afterward would open the gate and tell Dash 
to go get that article at the store. Off he would start and fetch 
it; then I would take It back next time I went to the store. 

bash would laugh as hearty aa any person, or wink one eye 
If told to. He was a splendid field dog and beautiful retriever. 
One day my canary got out of the cage Into the street; I sent 
Dash after It and he caught 11 on the fly, and brought it to me 
without hurting It In the least. 1 put It In the cage and it began 
singing at once. He was a great visitor, would call upon three 
or four of his frlcnd.s regularly, and sometimes stay all day. 
One of his friends lived about a mile from my home, and some¬ 
times when I wanted him to go gunning he would be visiting, 
ami I would have to rely upon a friend for a dog. One day I told 
a son of this friend to whip him and send him home the next 
time he came to his house, lie did so, and shortly afterwards 
went to sea and was gone over two years. In the meantime my 
parents died and I boarded. One day, after my friend’s return 
from sea, he was passing my boarding house and saw Dash on 
the atoop. He epoke to him ami Dash growled at him and would 
have nothing to do with him. He had not forgotten the whip¬ 
ping. He was a great water dog, would dive to the bottom and 
feU’b up a clam shell every time in five feet of water. Sometimes 
he would stay under so long I would be op the point of jumplug 
In after him, just as be would make his appearance. He never 
could get over the deatli of my parents. He would leave my 
boarding house and go visiting aud slay for days at a lime, first 
to one friend's house then another. Upon one occasion he went 
Into a store with one of his friends who, while talking, laid bis 
gloves upon the eountei and came away without them. For 
quite a distance Dash would run in front of him then back 
towards the store. Presently llcame into the friend's head be 
had left his gloves. He told Dash to go get them and he did so. 
A colored person, tramp, or pedlar he never H'ould make friends 
with or allow on the premises. Dash went the way of all flesh at 
the age of fourteen years. 

Mai‘ was a blue blood Irish setter. Imported in utero. A friend 
presented him to me at the age of eighteen months. He told 
me he was the worst devil he ever saw, and could do nothing 
with him. He wouhl go down to tbe brook on tbe farm and get 
all wet and muddy, then come up to the house, steal In, and 
jump upon the bed and roll upon it. I liked his looks and took 
him. He never bad a gun shot over him, and proved to be 
the worst gun-shy dog I ever saw. 1 saw he bad hunt In him, 
so I did not despair. 1 took him out every day for throe weeks 
ticfore he would stand fl|-e. After that I had no trouble to break 
him, and succeeded in making lilin the best dog I ever shot over. 
He was like all other Irish dogs 1 ever saw, wild as a hawk until 
you gave him one-half day’s hard hunting, then he was all right. 
He was an Inveterate thief, and would steal anything eatable he 
could. One day I sal down to dinner, and the landlady went 
to the kitchen to get the roast of beef she had for us, and It was 
missing. She thought sonic of us had Itcen playing a trick on 
her, but on looking out of the window saw Mac making a meal 
from it in one corner of the yard. She had left the oven door 
open, aud Mac seeing It had helped himself. Another time he 
jumped upon the table and stole a leg of mutton. We had to do 
without our roast beef and had a cold dinner, ami I stopped at 
tbe butcher's next morning ami ordered a roast, which made 
things square with the landlady. He would cither jump, dig or 
chaw himself out of any enclosure you put him Into. You could 
not keep him anywhere without chaining him; then there was 
music night and day. The only way I could get along with him 
was to let him have, his own gait. He had good traits as well as 
bad. He was very lutelligcut. 1 had him broken so be saved 
me a good many steps in a day's hunt. I could stand In tbe road 
or Held and send him any distance into a clump, and if there 
were birds there he would let me know by giving a bark and 
coming out and waiting further orders. He was staunch as a 
rock, and would stand a bird all day If the bird would Ue to him. 

I hunted him three years In company with a pointer, and never 
saw one of those dogs take the other's poiet, but would back 
each other every time. Ue would guard anything left In his 
charge, and allow no stranger to touch it. 

One time I was hunting In company with a couple of friends, 
and at noon we sat down by a beautiful spring, thickly grown 
shout with alders, to lunch. One of my friends was carrying the 
game bag, which was well Hlled and quite heavy. He laid it 
down and Mac lay beside It. When we were through lunching 
we moved along the outside of the alders, aud were some dis¬ 
tance from where we came out, when my friend said: “You had 
better send Mac In here, and perhaps we can start a cock." I 
looked around but could not see Mac; I whistled and called, but 
Mac came not. At last I swore (a little) and out came Mac^ and 
laid a ruffed grouse at my feet. Says I to my friend: “You loft 
the game bag.’’ I went back and saw that .Mac had tried bis beat 
to drag the bag to us, but It became entangled in the brush, and 
he did the next best thing—stuck bis nose In the bag and 
took out a bird. He jumped u[)on me, harked, and showed his 
delight in every way he could, to think we had understood him. 
I became situated so I could not care for him, so gave him to a 
friend living on a farm. One day he ran Into a mower, and got 
two toes of fore foot, one hind leg and part of hla tall cut off. 
He still lived, however, for several years. The friend I gave him 
to owned a large watch dog, which they missed for several days 
and could not And him. One day they noticed Mac take a bone they 
had given him under the barn and Immediately return. It 
Ing unusual for him to do so one of the boys looked under the 
barn, and there was the lost dog eating the bone, but unable to 
get out. ■ He had been shot by some scoundrel. It was supposed 
that Mac had been fecillng the poor dog for some days, as he was 
In good fleeh. Mac lived to be very old, and my friend told me 
he committed suicide by going down to the pond and drowning. 
It le true be went down to the pond and was drowned; whether 
he was taken with a lit while In the water, or whether he did It 
Intentionally, I know not.
